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Universities havens for PCBs 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Carlcton 
University, the University of 
Lethbridge and the University of 
Toronto have more dtan 1, (XX) litres 
of PCBs stored on campus, 
according to Environment Canada 
documents. 

According to government lists, 
other schools storing lesser 
quantities of polychlorinated 
biphenyls include the Technical 
University of Nova Scotia, 
Dalhousic University, the 
University of Windsor, the 
University of Waterloo and York 
University’s Glendon College. 

The inventory — which lists 
more titan 2,500 PCB storage sites 
in Canada — was released Sept. 8 
following a conference of federal 
and provincial environment 
ministers in Ottawa. 

PCBs arc toxic chemicals that 
were often used as a cooling agent 
for electrical equipment. Their 
production was restricted in 1977 
after research showed PCBs 
caused cancer, brain disorders and 
birdt defects on lab animals. 

The ministers agreed at the 
conference to phase out PCB use by 
1993. The meeting was held in the 
wake oflasl month’s fire at a PCB 
warehouse at Sl-Basilc-lc-Grand, 
near Montreal, which forced die 
evacuation of 3,500 residents. 

While promising toend PCB use 
in five years, die environment 
ministers’ conference failed to 
come up with regulations to destroy 




current inventories. 

Kai Millyard, a member of the 
environmentalist group Polludon 
Probe, said the ministers’ 
announcement was only a 
"minimal” solution. 

"PCBs have been a known 
problem for 15 years. It’s appalling 
we haven’t had basic disposal 
standards long, long ago.” 

Officials at Carlcton said that 
PCBs on dicir campus arc not 
flammable and the quantities 
stored arc ten limes less than stated 
government figures. 

An inventory by die Ontario 
Ministry of Environment 
mistakenly said the university had 
23,000 litres of die hazardous 
substance. 

Carlcton is storing only about 
2,400 hues of PCBs in a metal 
cargo container outside its 
maintenance building. The 
amount, more than two liquid 
tonnes, still qualifies die school 
however as a major storage site 
under provincial guidelines. 

Ministry official Greg 
Montcalm said the inventory error 
is significant and will be 
investigated. He said that 
inspectors inadvertently added “an 
extra zero” in March when 
recording die number of litres 
stored at the site. 



The Carlcton inventory is made 
of either mineral-oil PCB of low 
flammability or askarel, a non- 
flammable PCB used. to cool 
electrical transformers, said 
Carlcton Security Officer Mel 
Gilby. 

The chemicals arc locked in a 
heavy steel container and arc 
inspected every month, according 
to Gilby. 

“Storage of PCB s by itself is not 
hazardous if it is inspected 
regularly but without disposal 
methods, you arc still left holding 
the bag,” said Pollution Probe’s 
Millyard. 

According to him, there arc no 
licensed techniques in Canada to 
destroy highly concentrated PCBs 
like askarel yet. 

The only PCB incinerator in 
Canada is located at Swan Hills, 
Alberta, but it docs not accept PCBs 
from out of province. 

According to the released 
inventory, there arc more than 
1,600 litres of PCBs at the 
University of Toronto, found 
mostly at the school’s Institute for 
Aerospace Studies and at the 
chemistry department. 

There arc 1 ,500 litres ol PCBs at 
Lethbridge, 200 at Dalhousic and 
240 at die Technical University. 
The remaining schools arc 
described as having “less than one 
tonne” of chemicals. 



Students face 
loan reductions 



SASKATOON (CUP) — This 
summer’s unemployed 

Saskatchewan student loan 
recipients who failed to register 
with Canada Employment will 
have their loans reduced and may 
not be able to afford to study. 

The reductions arc in 
accordance with the Saskatchewan 
provincial Education Department’s 
policy change. But the new policy 
was released onc-and-a-half 
mondis after students were to 
register. 

Saskatchewan’s 1988-89 
student loan application package 
stales that students who aren’t 
working full-time from May to 
Sept, must check in with 
Employment Canada to prove they 
are looking for jobs. It also says 
students must apply to at least three 
employers a week if they live in the 
city, two if they live in the rural 
areas. The job search must be 
documented from May 1. 

According to University of 
Saskatchewan VP External Lori 
Stcnc, die policy has no provisions 



for dealing with special eases such 
as farm students unofficially 
employed by their parents. 

Stcnc said provincial student aid 
automatically deducts 

approximately S80 from the loans 
of students renting summer living 
space, and SHOO a month from 
those living widi their parents. The 
money is tagged as the students’ 
required contribution to dicir own 
education costs. The amounts arc 
based on expected savings from a 
full-time, minimum wage job. 

Provincial New Democratic 
Party MLA Peter Prcbblc predicts 
the percentage of exemptions from 
the repayment of loans will 
decrease under die new regulation. 

According to reforms 
introduced last year to replace die 
bursary system, students must 
borrow $5,940 in one year before a 
portion is forgiven. Fewer dian 
4, OOOstudents were exempted from 
loans last year. 

“The new policy will compound 
the problem,” Prcbblc said. 




Anti-apartheid group vetoed 



ST. JOHN’S (CUP) — 
Memorial University’s student 
council has refused to recognize a 
campus-based anti-apartheid group 
because die group objects to die 
university’s investment holdings in 
South African companies. 

Student council members arc 
concerned about external political 
influences controlling the student 
group, said VP Communications 
Robin Russell. 

But members of the Anti- 
Apartheid Working Group 
(A A WG), say the opposition to the 



Although information on 
Memorial’s investments in 
companies which arc linked to 
South Africa is unavailable, 
AAWG has a list of corporations 
which donate money to 
Newfoundland’s only university. 
These include the Bank of Nova 
Scotia and die Bank of Montréal. 
Both banks have pledged to refuse 
further loans to die government of 
South Africa. 

Small also wants AAWG to 
educate students on South African 
issues and fight racism within 
Memorial University.

The World Federalists of Canada 
(WFC) want to gradually strengthen the 
United Nations, to the point where the 
laws and decisions of the World Court 
arc binding, and membership is 
virtually obligatory.

Yet the WFC, affiliated with 
Veterans Against Nuclear Arms, 
maintains a national office in Ottawa, 
prints a regular news bulletin, and has 
vague ties to the UN in New York.

Mundialization 

Part of the World Federalists’ 
efforts to advance the conception of the 
international village include the 
dubious suggestion that hanging a 
photograph of the world in every 
classroom will make a difference, as 
well as much richer ideas like 
mundialization. 

Mundialization is like twinning, in 
which two cities from distinct parts of 
the world agree to form some kind of 
bond, and later sponsor cultural and 
awareness-raising activities. The idea 
of twinning arose in Japan after World 
War II, and today half of Japan’s 
population live in mundialized towns 
and cities. 

A mundialized municipality passes 
a by-lay committing it to fly the UN 
flag beside its own at City Hall, form 
an international sister city bond, send 
funds to the UN, and recognize that it is 
“a fragment of world territory, it 



citizens members of the global society 
of humanity.” 

Federalism in Waiting 
The World Federalists are 
roadblocked by nothing other than the 
slow rate at which nations arc coming 
to accept the importance of 
international co-operation. Their 
movement lacks credibility and appeal 
today, as it has over the past 40 years, 
perhaps because of its unpleasant 
assertion that big science leads 
necessarily to big government. More 
likely, however, the massive renovation 
of international relations that the tiny 
WFC is calling for has deterred the 
social reform realists from putting any 
stock in this organization. “The goal of 

world federalism is a large one," the 
WFC concedes, “Yet it is no larger than 
the problems we face." 




legislature that would enact laws for 
everyone, within the scope of its 
jurisdiction," said Marie-Berthe Dion, 
president of the Montréal branch of the 
WFC. “For example, in areas of peace, 
the oceans, and transboundary 
concerns. Many of today’s problems 
are beyond the scope of any one nation, 
and the UN as it stands is not strong 
enough to deal with them.” 

For the United Nations to develop 
real power, says the WFC, should 
require only the restructuring of that 
body in accordance with the natural 
evolution of international relations. 

Since “the fundamental structure of 
the UN has not changed since its 
creation in the 1940s," said Dion, the 
movement of nations toward greater 
co-operation in some areas has been 
sketchy at best, while antagonism and 
agression go unchecked. 

Calls for Global Action 

The WFC has been around since 
World War II, but the organization has 
grown slowly. There are just 2900 
members of the World Federalists of 
Canada (WFC), and like any group that 
talks about “calls for global action," it 
has been slow to appeal to the masses. 

“We need to do better marketing,” 
said Dion. “There are various strains of 
thought among world federalists, and it 
will take gradual steps, which are in the 
cards today, before we can attract 
people who are looking fora workable 
solution." 

There are twelve municipal branches 
of the World Federalists, including 
Victoria, Winnipeg and Kingston, 
which organize local fund and 
conscious-raising activies. But many of 
these have few regular members and 
are less than prominent in the 
community. 



Legal Action, an attempt to prove that 
Canadian nuclear policy is illegal, 
comes before the court. The World 
Federalists initiated the case and is one 
of seven co-plaintiffs. 

World Government 

“World Federalism will follow a 
process of democratization throughout 
the world," said Dion. “That’s a long 
time in the future, but we recognize that 
this will be a gradual process. It's not 
inconcievable that the superpowers, 
even, could view it in their interests to 
create the sort of structure we want." 

The gradual process of world 
unification has so far included, as well 
as the creation of the United Nations, 
with 159 member countries, the 
organization of various UN satellite 
bodies like the World Health 
Organization, the International 
Maritime Organization and the 
International Monetary Fund. 



As well, the WFC likes to tout the 
new Law of the Sea Treaty, to regulate 
the oceans, as an example of what 
international organization can achieve. 

“There is a whole array of complex 
institutional structures already in place 
which work to solve conflicts in a 
peaceful way through the due process 
of those bodies," according to WFC 
National President Dieter Heinrich. 
“Nations have been developing the 
practice and habit of working this way 
with other nations for more than half a 
century. If progress in this area is 
theoretically possible, then it is also 
theoretically possible that a 
highly-conscious, concerted effort by a 
few countries could advance the 
process more quickly.”

• the development of associations and/or federations of states for 
regional or functional purposes. 

We recognize that the building of a world community — one 
based on fundamental justice and an appreciation of differences — is 
the greatest intellectual, moral and political challenge of our time. It 
calls on each of us to examine our beliefs and priorities, and to 
express in our personal way our commitment to global change.

In September, 1987, The World . Federalists of Canada 
published a response to Challenge and Commitment , the 
Federal Goverment’s white paper on defence policy. Their 
response, The Common Security Challenge, included the 
following recommendations. 



1. That the government make a clear commitment to the 
concept of common security and that the pursuit of common 
security be an active and visible component of Canada’s 
diplomatic efforts.. 

2. That the government renounce NATO’s policy of “first 
use” with respect to nuclear weapons. 

' 3. That the government pursue an agreement with other 

Nordic nations for an Arctic Demilitarized Zone. 

4. That Canada immediately ratify the Law of the Sea 

Convention. . 

5. That the government reaffirm its support for the ABM 
Treaty and announce that Canadian territory will not be used in 
any way to contribute to strategic defence. 

6. That Canada not be involved with the Air Defence 
initiative. 

7. That the government reaffirm the equal importance of 
military defence, arms control and disarmament, and thé 
peaceful settlement of disputes, and that the government ensure 
that, in future, policies in the latter two areas are not sacrificed 
to defence priorities. 

8. That the government conduct a detailed, parliamentary 
review of this white paper, including public hearings, before 
this new defence policy is implemented.

KITCHENER (CUP) — 
Canadian universities are 
promoting a pessimistic view of the 
world according to author, 
broadcaster and former Saturday 
Night magazine editor Robert 
Fulford. 

In a recent speech at Wilfred 
Laurier University (WLU), Fulford 
said most utopian ideals have been 
quashed by “melancholy" 
Canadian academics who focus on 
the failures of those who once 
predicted a gleaming, effortless 
world. 

Fulford said professors in the 
humanities and social sciences try 
to stiflcyouthfuloptimism.Hcalso 
blasted university English 
departments which include works 



of Canadian author Margaret 
Atwood on their curricula. 

Fulford described Atwood’s 
books and short stories as 
"resentful, pessimistic, almost 
masochistic in (their) embrace of 
defeat." He claimed Atwood’s 
books help university 
administrators promote a 
“conventional wisdom" that is 
“committed to a pessimistic view of 
the world." 

WLU President John Weir 
disagreed with Fulford. 

“Generally, universities are 
optimistic,” he said. "They 
wouldn’t be able to do what they do 
unless they saw the future as being 
brighL” 



Weir said he was not surprised 
by Fulford’s indictment of the arts 
and higher learning and suggested 
the speech was meant to promote 
discussion. 

“Optimism got a bad name" 
Fulford said in an interview after 
the speech. “What I hope for in the 
future is an intellectual world 
which can look at the present and 
the future with less sour, dark 
defeatism." 



Fulford added defeatism is the 
dominant strain of culture in this 
century. He said if a new and more 
optimistic view of society is to 
emerge, it must come from 
universities. 



Jets threaten nude beach 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — A 
proposed jet-fuel ferrying service 
could destroy the nude beach 
which surrounds half the 
University of British Columbia 
campus. 

Jet fuel is piped in from 
Washington State to the small 
island that houses Vancouver 
airport. But a proposal by the 
Vancouver Airport Fuel Facilities 
Corporation (VAFFC) to have the 
gasoline ferried in by barge, along 
Wreck Beach, is being considered 
by the federal government. 

A spill would kill plant and 
animal life and threaten the lives of 
the up to 12,000 swimmers, 
including many students, who 
flock to the shore on weekends, said 
Judy Williams, chair of the Wreck 
Beach Preservation Society. 



“We arc not anti-jet fuel, we’re 
just anti-barge," Williams said, 
adding pipelines are the most 
environmentally sound method of 
delivering fuel to the airport. 
Williams said, VAFFC 
estimates the odds of a spill at one 
every 10,000 years. 

“We can’t afford even that. 
Between January and June 1986, 
there were six spills of (ferried) jet 
fuel in Des Moines Creek, near (the 
Seattle airport). That creek is now 
dead. All that’s left is brown forth." 

Over a million gallons of highly 
volatile, flammable and toxic jet 
fuel will sail from Washington 
State each week, Williams said. 

A VAFFC spokesperson 
declined comment. 



Adrian Duncan, a spokesperson 
for the federal Environmental 
Protection Service, said the 
VAFFC plan is uneccssary. 

“When the project was first 
brought to our attention two years 
ago, we informed them that in our 
opinion a safe and effective fuel 
delivery system (the pipeline) 
already existed," Duncan said. 

Both the preservation society 
and the corporation delivering the 
fuel, the Trans Mountain Pipe Line 
Company, have rejected an 
environmental impact study made 
by Acres International, a 
Vancouver-based engineering 
firm. 

“Their worst case scenario 
involves a spill (across from the site 
of the proposed barge facility). 
What’s going to happen if there’s a 
spill somewhere else, like abeam of 
Wreck Beach?” Williams said. 

Jim Pipe, assistant to the 
pipeline company’s president, said 
the Acres report is innacuratc and 
misleading.

TORONTO (CUP) — At least 
two students have used University 
of Toronto library computers to 
erase their fines. 

Students were given access to 
terminals to look up book titles. But 
the computers allow anyone 
knowing the password to enter the 
library’s fine records. 

One student at U of T’s Victoria 
College learned how to get into the 
system watching campus Sigmund 
Samuel library employees erase 
fines. 

A friend of dicoffcnding student 
said, “He went up to someone and 
asked to sec his fines and dicn 
watched to sec what keys she 
punched. It was then justamaltcrof 
getting past the reference program 
on the terminals." 

Another student, in fourth year 
at U of T’s University College, 
admitted that an employee of the 
Engineering Library erased her 
fines although she had not paid. 

The password has now been 
changed, and the terminals’ access 
to records will be cut off. 

“We weren’t aware that this was 
going on,” said U of T Associate 
Librarian PelcrClinton. “Normally 
the security of any computer is only 
as good as the people who know the 
password.” 

One student who has cracked the 
system says he thinks it happens 
regularly. 

“I just asked someone who 
worked at the library and she gave 
me die password quite freely and 
without hesitation. She said that it 
was quite common," he said. 

Clinton and Cozzi refused to 
cstimatcpossiblc lost revenues. But 
Clinton said that all losses were 
minimal. 

“We haven’t seen any pattern of 
change in fine revenues,” Clinton 
said.
